Who made the first shoe for 
human wear? Somebody a very 
long time ago, it is certain. For 
we have found paintings on the 
walls of Thebes which prove that 
nearly 4,000 years ago—in 1495 
B.C.--the shoemaker was an im- 

rtant tradesman, in the reign of 

hothmes III. We can therfore 
imagine the Israelites of that day 
fleeing from Egypt with sandals 
on their feet, the soles of papyrus 
strips woven into a mat in much 
the shape of our shoe soles, with 
tops of interlaced thongs tied 
about the ankles. In the reign of 
Dimitian, in 81 A.D., Roman 
streets were cluttered with the lit- 
tle stalls of busy shoemakers, 
fashioning the sandals we see in 
statues and pictures, and boots 
that extended up the leg. To in- 
dicate a new proprietorship of oc- 
cupancy, the purchaser of land or 
premises, or tenant of it, would 
take off a shoe and cast it within 
the borders.

Constipation is a disturbance of 
intestinal function and occurs in 
many disorders and diseases. It 
is influenced by sedentary habits 
and inattention to regular hours 
of movements. Neglected consti- 
pation may cause serious disturb- 
ances, and infection may be car. 
ried to other parts of the body. 

Faulty diet is alrgely responasi- 
ble for habitual constipation and 
the condition is aggravated by the 
use of cathartics. Water is one of 
the best intestinal stimulants we 
have. Excessive drinking is wrong 
—too little drinking causes diffi- 
culty in the normal body func- 
tions. 

Treatment depends on the de- 
termination and elimination of the 
cause. This is a case for the study 
and advice of a physician as the 
treatment must be prescribed for 
the individual and not for a group. 
Systematic habits, regular diet, 
reasonable and proper exercise, 
and relief from nervous tension 
area beneficial aida. Laxatives 
should be avoided if possible as 
they offer only temporary relief 
and are often dangerous and hab- 
it forming. 


Mrs. G. B. M.—I have read of 
sea-salt baths being beneficial for 
infantile paralysis. Can you givé 
me any information that might be 
helpful for the treatment or pre- 
vention of the disease? 

Ans.—Whether or not sea-salt 
bathing will be helpful is not for 
us to determine. Treatment of the 
individual patient must always re- 
main in the hands of the individ- 
ual physician. As to the means of 

revention of infantile paralysis, 
t is wise until further knowledge 
is available, to keep all children 
out of crowds during the season 
when the disease is prevalen

It 
might be confused with woodbine.

A.A.A, RULING REMOVES 
DAIRY COW LIMITATIONS 


Amherst, Mass., Sept. 14— 
Massachusetta farmers who signed 
AAAcontracts are now unrestrict- 
ed in the number of milking cows 
they may keep, as a result of 
a recent ruling of the Agricultur- 
al Adjustment Administration, re- 
moving one of the provisions in 
the 1984 contracts for reducing 
tobacco and hog-production. This 
provision had limrted the number 
of cows kept for the sale of milk 
on the contracting farme to the 
number kept in 1982 or 1988, 
whichever wis larger. With the 
restrictions removed during 1984 
the farmers may increase the num- 
ber of cows milked if they so de- 
sire. 

This ruling, according to Sum- 
ner R. Parker, of the Massachu- 
setts State College, who is in 
charge of the AAA programa in 
Masaachusetts, will apply to some 
1300 farmers in this atate. “Some 
of these men are dairv farmers,” 
says Mr. Parker, “and in some in- 
stances they have been prevented 
from building their herds up to 
normal because of accidents which 
found them with small herds dur- 
ing 1982 and 1938. The new rul- 
ing will be of particular benefit to 
these men.

I am a candidate for County 
Commissioner for the four year 
term. Ihave lived in Greenfield all 
but the first three years of my 
life and have always taken an ac- 
tive part in every worthy project. 
I was one of the organizers of the 
Greenfield Chamber of Commerce 
and later elected to the Board of 
Directors for two terms. 

Have served six years on the 
School Committee and served 
faithfully on the Board of Select- 


o 
men, two years of which I was 
Chairman. For six years I was a 
member of the Massachusetts Lez- 
islature and was a member of the 
Committee on Public Safety and 
the Greater Metropolitan Water 
Supply and House Chairman of 
the latter for four years. During 
the time I was Representative I 
was instrumental in getting the 
Registry of Motor Vehicle office to 
locate in Greenfield which has 
been a great convenience and a 
saving of time and money to the 
people of Franklin County. At the 
request of the County Commission 
I had a bill drawn asking permis- 
sion of the General Court to erect 
‘t] a new Court House at an estiraate 

1} cost of $600,000 for Franklin 
County, this was greatly needed 
as many records had no fire pro- 
tection in the old Court House. 
After several hearings before the 
Committee-in charge without sat- 
isfactory results I prevailed upon 
the County Commissioners with 
the’ assistance of the architect to 
reduce the estimated cost of the 
building to a minimum of $400,- 
000 in order to secure the pass- 
age of the bill. After this was 
done, we were successful in hav- 
ing the bill approved. The build- 
ing cost $252,048. Had this build- 
ing been delayed until the new 
code had gone into effect when 
the price of all the materials 
had advanced from 25 to 40 per- 
cent and the cost, of labor was in- 
creased 50 percent or more the 
same building to-day would cost 
at least $150,000 more. 

I also secured the passage of a 
bill which made it mandatory for 
the Board of Appeal of the Indus- 
trial Accident Board to hold hear- 
ings in Springfield for appeal cas- 
es every two mpnths, thereby sav- 
ing the people in the western part 
of the State the expense of em- 
ploying an attorney to go to Bos- 
ton to plead their cases.
